I present  the  Annual  Pteport  on  the  Health  of  the  Borough  for  the  year 

1969. 


The  Adjusted  Death  Rate  is  again  slightly  higher  than  the  average  for 
England  and  Wales  and  the  infant  mortality  rates  are  all  higher  than  the 
national  average.  The  Adjusted  Birth  Rate  is  less  than  the  average  for  England 
and  Wales.  The  illegitimate  live  births  expressed  as  a percentage  of  all  live 
births  is  13  compared  with  8 which  is  the  average  for  England  and  Wales,  The 
main  causes  of  death  were  diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulation  with  111  cases 
(39/^) » cancer  with  50  cases  (18';:^)  and  vascular  lesions  of  the  nervous  system  with 
51  cases  (l8^).  These  three  main  causes  were  responsible  for  75/^  of  the  total 
deaths , 


The  total  number  of  deaths  for  the  year  was  283.  Of  these  135  (47^) 
were  aged  75  and  over,  207  (73/3)  aged  65  and  over,  and  246  (87/0  a.ged  55  and  over. 


Brucellosis  is  not  yet  a notifiable  disease  but  I was  informed  of  three 
cases  during  the  year  by  general  practitioners.  Brucellosis  is  seldom  fatal  and 
then  usually  in  weak  or  elderly  patients,  but  it  is  extremely  weakening  and 
unpleasant.  The  reservoir  of  infection  is  not  in  man  but  in  animals;  in  this 
part  of  the  country  mainly  cattle,  Man  is  infected  either  by  drinking  milk  or 
cream  from  infected  cows  or  by  handling  infected  animals,  A popular  misconception 
is  that  milk  from  herds  free  from  tuberculosis  is  safe  milk  whereas  it  often 
contains  Brucella  Organisms.  The  only  safe  milk  is  milk  which  has  been  pasteurised 
or  boiled.  This  applies  equally  to  cream,  or  even  more  so,  as  the  organisms  tend 
to  be  carried  up  with  the  cream  to  the  top  of  the  milk.  In  the  cases  which 
occurred  in  Buxton,  one  occurred  in  a person  handling  cattle;  another  by  drinking 
infected  milk;  the  cause  of  the  third  was  never  definitely  established.  In 
some  countries  in  northern  Europe  the  human  disease  has  been  eliminated  but  in 
our  own  country,  although  some  preliminary  work  has  been  done  in  developing 
Brucella-free  herds,  an  all-out  campaign  has  not  been  started.

REPORT  ON  THE  SURVEY  OF  BUXTON 

August/October  1969 


A further  survey  in  Buxton  was  carried  out  during  the  periods  6th 
to  22nd  August,  2nd  to  19th  September  and  30th  to  31st  October,  1969>  previous 
visits  having  been  made  in  1959  and  1963. 

The  Unit  visited  twelve  industrial  establishments  in  the  district  and 
sessions  for  the  general  public  were  arranged  at  the  Natural  Baths,  The  Crescent, 
Employees  of  numerous  firms  also  attended  here  for  X-ray.  The  public  sessions 
were  widely  advertised  by  newspaper  announcements  and  a distribution  of  leaflets 
to  householders  was  arranged  with  the  co-operation  of  local  newsagents. 

Details  of  the  results  of  the  survey  have  been  given  to  the  members 
of  the  Health  Committee  but  it  is  noteworthy  that  A cases  of  malignant  neoplasms 
were  discovered  compared  with  1 in  the  previous  survey.  This  was  in  addition 
to  51  persons  in  whom  some  abnormality  was  detected.

The  following  is  based  on  Meteorological  Observations  made  at 
the  Buxton  Meteorological  Station  during  1969. 

The  highest  temperature  recorded  in  the  shade  was  80°F,  on  l6th  July, 

The  lowest  temperature  - 13  F.  on  l6th, , 17th. , 18th  February, 

October's  maximum  temperature  (70  F on  9th)  was  the  highest  for  ten  years. 

Heaviest  rainfall  (during  2if  hours)  - 1.34  inches  on  3rd  November. 

Rain  was  recorded  on  202  days. 

Highest  Air  Pressure  - 30,59  recorded  on  5th  April  and  27th  October, 

Lowest  Air  Pressure  - 28,63  recorded  on  9th  November, 

The  highest  daily  sunshine  total  was  14.3  hours  on  17th  July, 

January:  Dull  and  exceptionally  mild, 

February;  Very  cold,  with  some  heavy  snowfall, 

March;  Cold  and  dull,  with  heavy  snowfall, 

April ; Sunny  but  cold. 

May;  Very  dull  and  wet. 

June;  Sunny,  but  with  some  heavy  rain  at  times, 

July;  Sunny,  dry  spells,  but  some  notable  falls  of  rain. 

August ; Changeable,  with  thundery  spells. 

September ; Very  mild,  with  mists  and  occasional  heavy  rain.

Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you  my  Twelfth  Report  as  your  Chief 
Public  Health  Inspector.  Details  of  the  working  of  the  Public  Health 
Department  are  set  out  in  statistical  form  in  the  following  pages.  For  the 
purpose  of  the  records,  I have  extracted  matters  of  importance  which  have 
taken  place  during  the  year  under  review. 

1.  Housing 

Housing  Acts,  1957.  Public  Health  Act,  1936 

Investigations  of  all  con^laints  received  provided  a lot  of  work  for 
your  health  inspectors.  The  majority  of  the  complaints  were  dealt  with 
informally  by  personal  interviews  or  correspondence  with  the  owners  of 
the  properties  involved.  Some  of  the  property  owners  proved  difficult, 
and  where  persuasion  failed,  it  was  necessary  to  resort  to  statutory 
procedure.  Two  statutory  notices  were  served  under  Section  9 of  the 
Housing  Act,  19^7  (Power  of  local  authority  to  require  repair  of  unfit 
house).  One  Closing  Order  in  respect  of  part  of  a building  was  made. 
Five  statutory  notices  were  served  in  respect  of  nuisances  to  be  dealt 
with  under  Section  93  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936. 

2.  Refuse  Collection,  Refuse  Disposal  and  Salvage 

Refuse  is  collected  weekly  from  dwell inghouses  and  trade  premises. 
Additional  collections  are  made  from  hotels,  restaurants  and  hospitals 
situated  within  the  Borough. 

Three  35  cubic  yard  S.  & D.  Pakamatic  rear  loading  freighters  are  used 
for  the  collection  of  refuse.  One  Pakamatic  is  fitted  with  a 
mechanical  device  for  emptying  1^  cubic  yard  capacity  bulk  refuse  con- 
tainers. The  bulk  containers  are  much  favoured  by  the  larger  premises, 
and  make  for  better  working  conditions  for  the  refuse  collectors.  There 
are  now  125  bulk  containers  in  use  throughout  the  Borough. 

The  work  study  of  the  refuse  collection  teams  was  completed  during  the 
year.  Discussions  were  held  with  the  employees  and  the  National  Union 
of  General  and  Municipal  Workers,  the  agreed  scheme  being  submitted  for 
clearance  under  the  Prices  and  Incomes  Act.  The  Council  was  pleased  to 
place  on  record  its  appreciation  of  the  work  of  the  refuse  collectors 
in  maintaining  the  service  during  severe  winter  conditions  when  the 
gangs  were  badly  depleted  due  to  the  influenza  epidemic. 

Refuse  disposal  continues  to  be  by  way  of  controlled  tipping  on  land 
situated  to  the  North  of  the  Borough,  forming  a shallow  valley  along 
the  course  of  Nun  Brook.  A Brayloader  fitted  with  a 35  cwt.  mechanical 
bucket  is  used  to  deal  with  the  refuse  deposited  for  disposal. 

Whaley  Bridge  U.D^C.  continues  to  dispose  of  that  authority's  refuse  on 
the  Buxton  Tip  by  arrangement.  Dried  sewage  sludge  received  from  the 
Borough’s  Sewage  Works  is  disposed  of  by  covering  with  household 
refuse. 
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2.  Refuse  Collection,  Refuse  Disposal  and  Salvage  (Continued) 


During  the  year,  proposals  for  a study  of  refuse  disposal  in  the  High 
Peak,  pr^ared  by  the  Local  Government  Operational  Research  Unit,  was 
agreed.  The  terms  of  reference  included  a proposal  to  evaluate  the 
life  of  tips  and  costs  of  alternative  means  of  refuse  disposal  avail- 
able to  the  authorities  in  the  area,  in  the  period  1970  - 2000.  The 
principal  alternatives  to  be  considered  would  bes- 

(a)  different  possible  plans  for  controlled  tipping  in  the  area, 

(b)  the  provision  of  a suitably  sited  pulverizer  in  the  Buxton  area, 

and 

(c)  the  possibility  of  co-operation  with  authorities  to  the  North 

West,  now  the  subject  of  another  study  by  the  Unit. 

Particular  consideration  would  be  given  to  the  needs  of  land  reclama- 
tion in  the  area,  and  if  the  authorities  so  wish,  the  study  will  con- 
sider the  sources  of  suitable  covering  material  for  controlled  tipping 
purposes. 

A special  collection  of  salvage  from  business  premises  augmented  by 
salvage  being  collected  separately  on  weekly  refuse  collection  rounds, 
resulted  in  the  sale  of  391  tons  2 cwts.  of  salvageable  materials 
during  the  calendar  year.  The  sale  of  these  materials  produced  an 
income  of  £i;,229  8s.  9d.  An  additional  baling  press  was  purchased  at 
the  beginning  of  the  year  and  the  improvement  in  baling  methods  was 
reflected  in  the  output  and  income. 

3-.  Civic  Amenities  Act,  196? 

Every  endeavour  has  been  made  to  implement  the  provisions  of  this 
enactment.  Twelve  statutory  notices  have  been  served  for  the  removal 
of  accumulations  of  refuse  or  vehicles.  It  has  not  been  found 
necessary  to  take  court  action.  Inspections  of  the  Borough  have  been 
undertaken  and  where  unsightly  accumulations  on  open  ground  have  been 
found,  these  have  been  removed  by  the  Department’s  refuse  collection 
service.  Notices  have  been  placed  in  the  local  press  of  the  dates  and 
times  when  the  Corporation’ s Controlled  Tip  is  open  for  the  disposal 
of  refuse.  On  two  occasions  during  the  year,  the  public  have  been 
notified  of  the  Controlled  Tip  being  open  on  a Saturday  and  Sunday  for 
the  disposal  of  rubbish.  The  refuse  collectors  have  been  instructed 
to  collect,  where  possible,  bulky  items  of  refuse  during  the  normal 
collection  round.  Arrangements  have  also  been  made  for  special 
collections  of  large  quantities  of  refuse  from  households  by  arrange- 
ment with  the  Public  Health  Department. 

U.  Smoke  Control 


Three  recording  stations  are  situated  in  Buxton. 

One  Smoke/Siilphur  Dioxide  recording  apparatus  at  Fairfield  (Queen’s 
Road  area) . 

One  Smoke/Sulphur  Dioxide  recording  apparatus  at  Buxton  (Town  Hall 
area) . 

One  Deposit  Gauge  (Burlow  Road  area,  Harpur  Hill). 

The  information  obtained  is  submitted  to  the  Ministry  of  Technology, 
Warren  Spring  Laboratory.  It  will  be  necessary  to  continue  recording 
over  a long  period  to  ascertain  the  degree  of  smoke  and  sulphur 
dioxide  content  of  the  atmosphere  in  Buxton,  and  gain  information  of 
improvement  or  deterioration  in  this  direction.  The  variation  in  the 
deposit  gauge  analyses,  indicates  that  there  has  been  a reduction  in 
total  solids  falling  in  the  Harpur  Hill  area. 
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U.  Smoke  Control  (Continued) 


At  the  beginning  of  the  year,  a survey  of  the  Smoke  Control  Area  No.  1, 
Fairfield,  was  commenced  and  approximately  half  the  area  had  been  com- 
pleted towards  the  end  of  the  year.  It  would  appear  from  interviews 
during  the  survey,  that  the  general  feeling  about  smoke  control  was 
one  of  approval,  and  I am  of  the  opinion  that  the  majority  of  residents 
in  the  area,  will  be  willing  to  accept  smoke  control,  should  the 
Council  finally  agree  to  its  introduction.  The  survey  has  been  carried 
out  in  detail,  in  order  that  repeated  visits  may  be  avoided  and  the 
offio©  records  may  be  kept  fully  up  to  date.  It  only  remains  to  see 
whether  the  shortages  of  smokeless  solid  fuels  and  the  national 
economic  measures,  will  delay  this  iirportant  progress  in  the  prevention 
of  atmospheric  pollution  in  the  Borough. 

5 . Brucellosis 

During  the  year,  routine  sampling  of  bulk  raw  milk  arriving  in  Buxton 
from  dairy  herds  in  the  surrounding  districts  was  continued.  The 
sampling  was  intensified  when  any  evidence  of  brucella  infection  was 
reported  in  samples  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service 
for  examination.  Individual  samples  were  then  taken  from  each  cow. 

The  dairy  farmers  were  most  co-operative  during  our  investigations, 
and  individual  cows  found  to  be  infected  with  brucella  organisms  were 
sent  for  slaughter.  Untreated  milk  from  these  herds  was  sent  for 
pasteurisation  until  the  infected  animals  had  been  traced  and  removed 
from  the  herd, 

6.  Meat  Inspection 

Haslin  Slaughterhouse,  Harpur  Hill,  a privately-owned  abattoir,  serves 
the  need  of  the  district.  A 100^  meat  inspection  has  been  maintained, 
and  the  abattoir  has  received  routine  inspections  by  the  Veterinary 
Officer  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food,  and 
myself  3 to  ensure  a good  standard  of  hygiene.  Various  improvements 
have  been  made  to  the  cattle  lairage,  the  boiler  plant  and  pig  hanging 
rooms.  The  premises  are  licensed  annually  by  the  Local  Authority. 

7.  Staff 

During  the  year,  Mrs.  J.  V.  Nadin,  Senior  Clerk  in  the  Department,  left 
the  service  of  the  Authority  to  take  up  an  appointment  with  the 
Stockport  and  Buxton  Hospital  Management  Committee.  Mrs.  Nadin  had 
been  in  the  service  of  the  Corporation  for  22  years,  all  of  which  she 
splent  in  the  Public  Health  Department.  The  Public  Health  Department 
Staff  wish  her  every  success  in  her  new  appointment. 

I wish  to  thank  once  again,  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public 
Health  Committee,  for  the  keen  interest  taken  in  the  affairs  of  the 
Department,  and  for  the  help  and  consideration  given  to  me  on  those 
occasions  when  their  support  was  most  needed.  I also  wish  to  take  this 
opportunity  of  extending  my  thanks  to  the  Staff  and  Employees  of  the 
Public  Health  Department  for  the  cheerful  manner  in  which  they  have 
tackled  the  problems  of  the  Department  during  the  year.  The  team  spirit 
has  b^en  excellent.
